1 Dixon Is INU-Council Plan 


Utility Will 
Replace, Add 
More Lighting 


Second Phase of 
3-Year Project 
Will Begin Soon 


Dixon is getting little brighter 


as it grows a little larger, accord- 
ing to Mayor J. Fred Hofmann 
and INU. 


INU said it would start work 


"as soon as possible" on the sec- 
ond phase of a three-year street- 
lighting plan. Estimates placed the 
cost at $800. 


The plan, known as Plan B, in- 


cludes the replacement of 40 lights 
and the installation of 12 more. 
All will be 4,000 lumen bulbs. 


60 Per Cent More 


INU explained that 40 2,500 lu- 


men bulbs will be taken out, 
adding that the 4,000 lumens will 
give about 60 per cent more light 
intensity. 


The areas where the bnghter 


lights will be installed are on 
N. Peoria avenue from Lincoln 
avenue to Everett street; on First 
street from College avenue to 
Madison avenue; on Second street 
from Hennepin avenue to Monroe 
avenue; on Third street from Col- 
iege avenue to Ottawa avenue; on 
Depot avenue from Sixth street 
to Seventh street, and on E. First 
street from Crawford avenue to 
Dixon avenue. 


Plan C Next 


The first phase of the long- 


range plan, Plan A, was completed 
last year and included the replace- 
ment of 89 2,500 lumen lights with 
6,000 lumen lights on highways 
leading into Dixon. 


Plan C., still in the blueprint 


stage, will need approval by the 
incoming city council (after the 
next election April 17) before it 
is put into effect. About 91 more 
2,500 lumen lights are contem- 
plated. 


INU added, however, a survey 


would be' taken first to determine 
where the lights would be placed.

Back-to-Work Move 
Spreads; Chicago 
Remains Crippled 


(By the Associated Press) 


The critical and costly tie-up of 


the nation's railroad transporta- 
tion appeared easing today as more 
striking switchmen Joined in the 
back-to-work movements which 
started yesterday. 


However, there was not a full- 


scale return across the country 
marking the end of the "sick call" 
walkout which started on Jan. 30. 
Indications were that the crippling 
week-long stoppage was nearing 
an end in most ..parts; of the 
country. 


Several bright spots appeared 


on the troubled rail front following 
the first major break yesterday 
when thousands Of switchmen re- 
turned to work. 


Service was normal on major 


lines in the New York and New 
England areas. It was near normal 
in many other cities. And many 
carriers expressed hope for normal 
service soon as the back-to-work 
movement spread from city to city. 


But there were, some dark spots, 


too, in the overall picture. 


There were a tjouple of new, 


although small, walkouts. And 
not many trains were moving in 
some of the Key rail centers— 
notably Chicago, St. Louis, Cleve- 
land and the Twin Cities.

WOODBRIDGE, N. J.— 


(AP)—Authorities said today 
that a crack commuter train 
was traveling twice its au- 
thorized speed when it roared 
off the rails here last night, 
killing 82 persons. 


Middlesex County Assistant 


Prosecutor Alex Aber, con- 
ducting one of a half dozen 
investigations, said that the 
train was highballing at 50 
miles an hour when it pfunged 
off a newly-built trestle. 


He said that the train's en- 


gineer, Joseph Fitzsimmons, 
interviewed in his hospital 
bed, 
had admitted he was 


traveling this speed, although 
the railroad had ordered a 25- 
mile per hour limit over the 
trestle section. 


WOODBRIDGE, N. J.— 


(AP)—A crowded commuter 
train plunged off a newly- 
erected trestle last night, kul- 
ing 82 persons and injuring 
about 500. It was the nation's 
worst train wreck in 32 years. 


Throughout the night and 


far into today, rescue workers 
hacked through the twisted 
mass of wreckage. They said 
other bodies still may be 
'ound in the crumpled coaches 
and debris. 


The 11-car Pennsylvania 
railroad train, "The Broker," 
swerved wildly and jumped 
the tracks as it sped onto the 
midtown overpass. The cars, 
jack-knifing crazily, hurtled 
down a 20-foot embankment 


The dead included bankers, 


lawyers and businessmen, 
prominent in their localities 
and civic life, most of them 
home-bound from New York 
City offices. 


In mid-morning, the list of 


known dead stood at 77, with 
four bodies still unidentified. 


The rush-hour crackup was 


the worst in the nation since 
1918 when 115 were killed in 
a Nashville, Tenn., wreck, and 
more disastrous than a 1943 
accident outside Philadelphia 
that took 80 lives. 


It was the third major train 


wreck in the metropolitan 
area in less than a year. A 
total of nearly 200 died in the 
three crackups. 


In Washington, the interstate 


commerce commission ordered an 
inquiry into the new disaster, with 
a public hearing' to open tomor- 
row.

issue a slaughter control Older 
aimed at preventing black markets 
and big-city meat famines under 
price control. 


The Office of Price Stabilization 


(OPS) 
was 
putting 
finishing 


touches on an order licensing all 
slaughterers and giving them a 
quota of animals to kill. The action 
is intended to discourage the sort 
of behind-the-barn 
slaughtering 


which fed black markets in World 
War II and contributed to the 
abandonment of OPA.

SPRINGFIELD,

years. 


More are expected later on in 


the six month session because the 
new Gateway amendment makes 
constitutional change easier. 


Senator Wallace Thompson of 


Galesburg, the Republican senate 
majority leader, foresaw general 
agreement among the lawmakers 
on at least two amendments—re- 
aligning legislative districts, and 


classifying property taxes. 


Regarded as Unworkable 


Classification would replace the 


present "uniformity" requirement, 
which

No final action on any amend- 


ment is expected in the legislature 
for 
three 
months 
or 
longer. 


Amendments endorsed by the as- 
sembly can win adoption by receiv- 
ing a two-thirds majority vote in 
a state-wide referendum.

Heart Ailments Rob Services of 


Many Needed Divisions 


February is the month devoted to the annual fund-rais- 


ing campaign of the American Heart Association. 


No one needs to be reminded that heart diseases are the 


leading cause of death in the United States. They account 
for upwards of 40 per cent of all deaths, outstripping the 
dreaded cancer by three to one. 


This year, however, it may be more fitting to focus on 


just one phase of this grave medical problem: its ravages 
among actual or prospective members of our armed forces. 


During World War It, 317,500 men were rejected for 


military service because of heart ailments. This amounted 
to 3% per cent of all selective service registrants examined. 
* 
* 
* 
* 


In addition, some 80,000 men either were given disability 


discharges from service or died in service as result of heart 
diseases in the war years. 


These nearly 400,000 men would have been enough to 


man 27 infantry divisions at their World War n strength. 
That's equivalent to about a fifth of all the men we put into 
the Pacific theater. 


The government figures that it cost $16,000 per case— 


or $640,000,000 in all—to handle the servicemen inactivated 
by heart disease during the war. The Navy estimates that 
it lost 4,000,000 man-days because of rheumatic fever and 
related rheumatic heart disease. 


The shocking fact in all these 'statistics is that we are 


here talking about young men, not oldsters, who might be 
expected to exhibit signs of declining health. 


The military's experience in World War n may well be 


repeated in the current crisis. It's too early yet for any gen- 
eral figures. But the Pittsburgh Press, analyzing draft re- 
jections in that area, reports that one out of every eight men 
turned down has an organic heart disturbance.

When we are trying to find sufficient able-bodied young 


men to man our expanding military establishment, we feel 
keenly the effect of such deep ravages in the nation's health. 
High rejection rates plague our top soldiers, and are a com- 
pelling factor in demands for broader draft laws which will 
assure us a really safe manpower backlog. 


But the dilemma in this field is only a small part of the 


heart disease puzzle. In 1948, last year for which complete, 
accurate figures are available, almost 638,000 people died of 
this ailment in America. No medical man pretends the sit- 
uation is improving. 


Give as generously as you can to the heart campaign, in 


the sure knowledge that you are attacking man's worst killer.

A Quiet, But Colossal, Bow Develops Between FBI 


Max Lowe.ithal, Harry Truman's Friend

New York — In the vein of the Hollywood genius who said some? 


thing wa« colossal in a small way, I adwse you that a terrible row 
has been raging quietly between John Edgar Hoover and his loyal 
bureaucracy of Uie FBI and a hitherto incon- 
spicuous lawyer named Max Lowenthal, who 
seems to have been the first one to pick Harry 
Truman for president and appears, moreover, to 
have been responsible for the puzzling sudden 
transformation of a low-brow county commis- 
sioner into a bleeding heart. 


Last September, George Dondero", a doughty 


Republican congressman from Michigan, tore the 
hide off Lowenthal in a speech on the floor. He 
said that- by puling strings Lowenthal acquired 
the title of adviser to General Clay in Germany 
on the disposal of the Jewish wealth which had 
WMtbnnk 


been confiscated by the nazis, and soon came to be known "as Clay's 
general counsel. Furthermore, Dondero said, Lowenthal had as an 
assistant George Shaw Wheeler, "the American traitor, Communist 
and renegade who shocked all America when he denounced the land 
of his birth and asked Communist-controlled Czechoslovakia for 
asylum." 


Dondero said: "Within weeks a change occurred in Germany. 


The usually accurate 'Human Events' reported: 'It may be mera 
coincidence but since Lowenthal's appointment Clay has permitted 
leaders of the Soviet-sponsored Socialist Workers' party to address 
meetings in the American zone." This was the opening which the 
Russians were awaiting because it gave them the opportunity to 
sponsor a Communist party under our protection. 


"Lowenthal's 
influence 
began 


to mount in the early thirties. 
Men he had selected and nursed 
became powerful. 
The Russian- 


American industrial corporation 
was formed in New York to aid 
in developing the resources of 
Russia. The head of this Com- 
munist 
subsidiary was Sidney 


Hillman 
who 
became 
disillu- 


sioned but his one-time general 
counsel, Lowenthal, still follows 
the party line." 


He 
then 
recited 
impressive 


data in support of his charge that 
Truman's mentor still followed 
the line. 


Jonathan Daniels' book, "The 


Man of Independence," a very 
good biography of the twirp by 
one of his selfless secretaries, 
had come and gone, receiving 
good reviews and much inciden- 
tal publicity but hardly anyone 
had given more than passing' no- 
tice to Daniels' disclosures of 
Lowenthal's influence on a yokel 
whom he had latched onto when 
Truman was running an obscure 
sub-committee of the senate, in- 
vestigating railroad business. 


Daniels wrote: "A self-effac- 


ing but ubiquitous man named 
Max Lowenthal had written a 
book on corporate reorganization 
methods" and so forth. 
This 


caught the interest of Senator 
Burt Wheeler, an eccentric and 
erratic son of the wild-Jackass 
from Montana, who set up a spe- 
cial Investigation of railroad fi- 
nances, with Truman for helper. 
I don't know where Daniels 


gets that stuff about Lowenthal's 
modesty because his recent tes- 
timony before the committee on 
un-American 
activities 
depicts 


him as a gas-bag of colossal 
pomposity and arrogance. More- 
over he got away with evasions 
and impositions that would have 
landed you or me in the clink. I 
will fill you in on that tomorrow. 


Lowenthal 
was 
counsel 
to 


Wheeler's committee and Daniels 
writes that, "casually, one day, 
but with the secret feeling of a 
man offering a well-earned acco- 
lade, Lowenthal suggested to Tru- 
man that he would like to take 
him to see his friend Louis D. 
Brandeis." 


Daniels thinks Brandeis, and 


old 
Holmes, 
the 
brutalitarian 


materialist, who thought about 
alike, were "two great judges of 
the American liberal tradition." 
Truman was, in the intellectual 
sense, a one-gallus hick and Dan- 
iels says he was bashful in the 
presence of Brandeis at first but, 
after his first audience with the 
great brain, went "almost every 
other week to the open houses 
which the justice held for his se- 
lected friends." 


Remember that this Daniels bi- 


ography is an inside job when 
you read further that: "with the 
help of Lowenthal and probably 
with the influence of Brandeis' 
talk x x x Truman made a speech 
which was completely and com^ 
fortably 
forgotten 
by 
hopeful 


conservatives when he succeeded 
Roosevelt. 
It was a broadside 


against concentrated wealth" in 
which he said a thousand insur- 
ance companies with four million 
each were a thousand times bet- 
ter than the Metropolitan with its 
assets of four billions. 


Over and «over we get the mes- 


sage that Lowenthal was needling1 
Truman to go after the nomina* 
tion for vice-president and th™ 
plain implication that both of 
them thoroughly realized that 
Roosevelt was dying fast. 


The 
purpose of Lowenthal's

CANASTA 


Watch Odds When Discarding 


By OSWALD JACOBY 
Written for NEA Service 


A New Haven reader writes as 


follows: 
"Our opponents had a 


couple of canastas and had melded 
everything but kings and queens. 
They had a couple of six-card 
melds, and two five-card melds one 
of which was A-A-A-A-A-2. 


"We had a canasta in queens 


and two or three small melds that 
matched theirs. I was pretty sure 
that my partner was in position 
to go out, it he drew the right 
card. After drawing, I held two 
aces, two kings and a queen. 


"My problem was to decide 


whether to throw the safe queen 
and trust my partner to go out, or 
to throw an ace or a king and keep 
in out position myself. 
Judging 


by the result of the hand I made 
the wrong decision and I wonder 
what you would have done ?" 


I really should not try to an- 


swer this question because I can't 
win no matter what I say. My 
correspondent already was in trou- 
ble although my guess is that the 
trouble was not his fault On some 
canasta hands you get bad cards 
and must lose points. 


However I can answer one part 


of his question. I would not dis- 
card the queen. When you are in 
trouble the way to get out of trou- 
ble is to end the hand. A discard 
of the queen would leave me out 
of position to meld out. True, my 
partner might meld out but I 
would prefer to have both of us 
drawing for out. Two chances are 


twice as good as one chance. 


Having decided not to throw the 


queen my problem would be to 
decide between the ace and the 
king. This would not be much of 
a problem for me. I would 
one of the aces. 
* * * 


This discard will give the op- 


ponents a sixth 
ace, provided 


they take the discard pile. How- 
ever, there is a good chance that 
a draw from the stock pile will be 
even more valuable to them. 


The chances are that a discard 


of a king will do them little or 
no good. If they had kings, they 
would have melded them. Neverji 
theless, I am playirig to go outv 
I can see four aces on the table. 


Therefore, only two aces are un- 


accounted for. As against that 
there are six kings unaccounted 
for. 
I would much prefer to try 


to draw one of six kings than to 
draw one of two aces. 


Finally, there is a good chance 


that my partner will acquire and 
meld three kings. In this case, my 
play for out will be greatly im- 
proved since I will then be ablw 
to go out by drawing a card that 
matches any one of our melds.

Allies Smash 
Near Seoul as 
Reds Retreat 


Other Forces 
Near Han River 
In Drive North 


TOKYO— (AP) —Allied ground 


forces smashed forward today with 
three powerful tank columns to 
the last hills guarding- the plains 
of shattered Seoul. 


American doughboys with flash- 


ing bayonets drove Reds from vi- 
tal heights at one point. 


The Chinese and Korean Reds 


were diggiing in for a new stand 
on the ridges just south of Seoul. 
At their backs was the Han river, 
still an ice-covered way of retreat 
for the Reds but now on the verge 
of thawing. 


On the central front, UN forces 


with South Koreans in the lead 
pushed northward toward the old 
parallel 38 border. 


On the east coast, South Korean 


forces secured high ground three 
miles east and west and five miles 
south of Kangnung, a coastal 
road town 17 miles south of 38. 
Allied naval power blasted the 
Reds in Kangnung itself. 


The whole complexion of the 


war had shifted once again. The 
allies had regained the initiative 
in their 14-day-old "limited" of- 
fensive and the Reds were giving 
ground. 


Allied artillery was in position 


to pour shells into the old Korean 
capital of Seoul, abandoned Jan. 
4 for the second time in the Ko- 
rean 
war 
by 
anti-Communist 


forces. 


Three tank task forces prowled 


the southern approaches to Seoul 
again Wednesday for the third 
straight day, shooting up Red 
rearguards wherever they choose 
to make a stand.

grass fire set fire to a 24.500-gal- 
lon gasoline tank last night. 


Perils Aviation Gas 


The tank was in the middle of 


an oil storage terminal with 50 
huge tanks with a total capacity 
of 2,750,000 barrels. Only a few 
yards away ifras a tank holding 
80,000 barrels of aviation gasoline. 
It got so hot the paint peeled 
from it. 


About 20 firemen were treated 


for heat exhaustion and minor 
burns. 
Their work was- danger- 


ous. 
Shortly 
before midnight, 


several firemen and terminal em- 
ployes waded in foot-deep gaso- 
line while trying to drain the 24,- 


500 gallon tank before it burst in- 
to flames. 


For hours the fire threatened 


oil and industrial plants 
which 


have mushroomed alongside the 
ship channel connecting Houston 
with the Gulf of Mexico. 


Surrounded By Tanks 


The storage terminal is in Ga- 


lena Park, incorporated industrial 
community of 10,000 residents ad- 
joining Houston on the east 


The fire began at 4 p. m. yes- 


terday when heat from a grass 
fire caused an asbestos gasket on 
a valve on the tank to explode. 


The blazing tank was flanked 


by 80.000 barrels of linseed oil to 
the southeast. 25,000 barrels of 
fuel oil to the south, and 80,000 
barrels of aviation gasoline to 
the north. 


A strong north wind kept the 


path of the fire away from the 
aviation gasoline but firemen fear- 
ed the wind later would shift to 
the south.
